Albany toughens 


eraduation rules

LBANY — Overruling the 
strong objections of the Albany 
eachers’ Association, the 
Board of Education voted unani- 
mously to apply most of the new, 
tougher graduation requirements to 


next year’s freshman class.. 

Mike Mirabella, expressing the 
viewpoint of the executive committee 
of the teachers’ union, cautioned that 


the full impact of instituting the new 
requirements on Albany’s corps of 
teachers still needed to be deter- 
mined. 

“J would have prefered that the 
bodrd delay implementing the re- 
quirements at least until all cost fac- 
tors are evaluated and all teachers are 
informed of the changes,” he said. 

Both the mathematics and science 
requirements for Albany’s graduating 
seniors is slated to be increased from 
one to two years beginning with the 
class of 1987. Students will also face 
new one-year requirements in both 
fine and applied arts. 

The board also strengthened the 
three year English requirement. New 
freshmen will have to complete either 
a fourth year of English or take a re- 
lated year-long course from a depart- 
ment other than English which has 
been approved to enhance the stu- 
dent’s “‘writing experience.”

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Does city need 
pension study? 


An actuarial expert says ‘no’

LBANY — Plans for an ex- 
haustive actuarial study that 
ould test alternatives for Al- 


bany’s failing pension system may be 
far more elaborate than necessary, 
according to an actuary who worked 
on two earlier pension studies for the 
city. ¢ 

In addition, Albany might do well 
to hold off on any pension reforms 
pending the outcome of related court 
cases in Pasadena and Los Angeles, 
Bill Smith of the San Francisco actu- 
arial firm Milliman and Robertson 
told the City Council Monday night. 
Those cases may go all the way to the 
U.S. Supreme Court, a process which 
could take several years. 

Albany’s Pension Advisory Com- 
mittee, a group of local citizens who 
recently submitted a report based on 


seven snonths cf scrutiny of the city’s 
“pensian problems, have recommend- 


ed ihe city Commission a complex 
new actuarial study. 

But Smith maintained thatmueh of 
the committee’s scheme would be ex- 
traneous as well as expensive, esti- 
mating that the series of studies they 
want would cost about $20,000. 


“Since any change you can make is 
probably going to result in a big fight, 
you should concentrate on what will 
work,” he said. 

Smith told the council that he saw 
only one practical focus for a new ac- 
tuarial study — the possibility of 
capping future cost-of-living increases 
in pension payments, which under

English, computers

ichmond Unified high school 

students may soon need more 

English and a computer course 
in order to graduate. 

The school board Wednesday de- 
fined its position on graduation re- 
quirements for the state Legislature, 
which is now reviewing standards 


High school students now must 
take three years of English, one of 
math, one of science and three of so- 
cial science (history and govern- 
ment). Under the proposal sent to the 
state, they would be required to take 
a mini-course (three weeks to a se- 
mester) in computer literacy, four 
years of English, two of math, two of 
science, and three of social science. 


Foreign language and visual and 
performing arts would remain elec- 
tives — possibly. ~ 

Several board members indicated 


they would press for tougher local 
standards than the ones they en- 
dorsed for the state. 

Board President Katherine Lord, 
for example, favored a one-year arts 
requirement. And Trustee Frank 
Calton pushed for a minimum one 
year of algebra and one year of a 
language. 

He called the state proposal the 
“easy way out,’ saying under the 
plan students could take any math 
course and avoid algebra. 

The move to toughen requirements 
comes at a time when the district has, 
for financial reasons, cut the number 
of units needed to graduate. 

Ron Kamb, principal of Richmond 
High School, said that in 1979 stu- 
dents needed 225 units to graduate. 
Now they need only 200. 

The state proposal contains 100 
units of required courses. The rest 
would be filled out by electives. 


Everest trek sends one home 


Climber victim of-blackouts

hree East Bay men are key members of an American 
expedition that is making an unprecedented attempt 
to climb Mount Everest — without porters, by one of 
the hardest routes, and without oxygen.

John Marlowe, Albany High’s 
principal, presented a report to the 
board which outlined a relatively 
small cost to the district with no need 
for any teacher retraining even with 


the new requirements coming into 


force next September. 

He emphasized, however, that that 
his analysis was based only upon a 
“barebones” approach, merely see- 
ing “how this can work with what we 
now have”’ or meeting the board’s 
mandatein the least disruptive way 
possible. 

The board, however, was not in- 
terested in a minimalist approach, 
perferring to use the tougher gradua- 
tion requirements as an opportunity 
to introduce new courses and inno- 
vation, 

“T don’t want this to be a require- 
ment to fill in seat time,’’ Dr. Gerald 
Brunetti, the board’s president, 
said. 


Other board members agreed: “I 


wanted to see some new course of- 
ferings,’’ board member Peggy 
Thomsen said. “I don’t just want to 
see more of the same.” 

Extra sections of the courses which 
some pupils will now be required to 
take will come from both teacher 
time and classroom space freed by the 
dropping of some sections and of 
some elective courses. Presumably 
pupils will not now have the time to 
take as many of these courses. 

Like the board, Marlowe also sees 
the need to initiate new courses to 
meet the new requirements. Many of 
these, however, may not be deve- 


loped until 1984-85 academic year. 

This is especially true for the new 
computer education requirement 
which the board decided not to im- 
plement until the class of 1988 enters 
in the fall of 1984. 

“Our computer education now 
serves only 140 students,”’ Marlowe 
said. The high school will need both 
tobuy new equipment and train or 
hire teachers proficient in computer 
education. 

In other business, Superintendent 
Stephen Goldstone announced that 
the district and the teachers’ associa- 
tion had exchanged initial proposals 
affecting next year’s contract. 

The school district proposes that 
the contract with the teachers expire 
June 30, 1986 instead of the presently 
written 1985: “It’s been a good con- 
tract,’’ Goldstone said. ‘““‘We’ve had 
few grievances and we'd prefer to 
keep it as it is a little longer.” 

The district is also seeking more 
flexibility with regard to class size. 
Currently the limit is 28 students. for 
kindergarten to third grade and 29 for 
grades four to seven. This can only be 
exceeded by two pupils. 

By rewording the contract to state 
that “the District will work towards 
adhering to the ... maximum class 
size,” the administration hopes to 


avoid cases where a student is denied 
entry into a class solely because he or 
she is the third student (instead of the 
second) to exceed the targeted maxi- 
mum. 

The specifics of the teachers’ pro- 
posals have yet to be spelled out. 
They have indicated, however, that

for active employees. 

He estimated that such a cap would 
halve the city’s future pension obli- 
gations, while other suggested alter- 
natives would barely make a dent in 
the problem. 

Regarding the two court cases, 
Smith said both test whether a city 
has the right to make changes in 
pension benefits for future years of 
service. 

California law has established that 
cities cannot change benefits accrued 
to employees for past service, he 
said. 

The cases now are in Superior 


Court in Southern California, and 
Smith predicted they would be con- 
solidated and eventually reach the 
nation’s highest court.

DeBellis has also blamed Paolini for trying to “keep 
me quiet.” When DeBellis tried to bring up certain things 
at board meetings, he says he was told to “shut up” and not 
to keep harping on the same points. 

Another concerned member of the committee is Chris 
Madeiros, who coached in the league for years ago and has 
a child involved now. “It bothered me that the league is 
going backward. Look at some of the other leagues around, 
they’re doing great. It got to the point where I couldn’t take 
it anymore. I just wanted answers,” he says. 

“They are very good at skating around the issues. 
When I went to board meetings, they told me I was out of 
order and told me to leave the meeting. I was kicked out of 
two meetings,” he said. 

Meetings for non-profit organizations are open to the 
public. ‘We were discussing what to do with a certain man- 
ager and I felt that those discussions should be closed. I 
relaize now that we made a mistake,” Paolini said. 

“I am sick and tired of having my name dragged 
through the mud,” Paolini went on. “Considering the 
amount of time that I have put into this league, I feel 
completely betrayed. I know that JoAnn Nelson worked 
very hard. She just had too many things to do.” 

Right now, ECYB is a politically tangled organization 
that needs desperately to.find some sort of glue that will 
hold it together. The board appears shattered by infight- 
ing. 

During the membership meeting, a vote was held ona 
resolution requifing an internal audit every year. It passed 
by a large margin. It was the only thing everyone agreed 
on.
